Secretary Langtry Says Mill 


Men To Blame For In-

- of the federalist cause. 


The iiollllcal ambllions of Ihe "lltlle 
intriguer" at Albany caused him to de- 
sire to break through the banking ring 


» which barred all anti-federalist banks 


from New York anil his opportunity 
came In 1790. In that yoar he intro- 
duced a bill In the legislature which 
authorized tho granting of a charter 
to a company which wa.s ostensibly lo 
bo formed for the purpose of Improving 
the water supply of 
New York clly.

and Burr's project 


quickly met vrllh popular approval. 


• Tho real object of Ihe Manhattan com- 


pany was to supply republicans with 
Ihe sinews o£ war.

It 
was safe to assume that the interior 
would more than match it in rich- 
ness anc? beauty. 


The new banking rooms 
on the 


sronnrt 
floor 
ot 
the 
building are 


resplendent In highly polished wood 
and melHl work and every modern 
feature has been included In the fur- 
nishings. 
The rooms wero thrown 


open for public inspection at 3 o'clock 
this afternoon and several hundred 
people took this opportunity to see 
them. 


The bank officials, N'athan O. Lam- 


son, 
president: 
I'ranklin 
Johnson, 


treasurer; Thomas 
IT. Varnum, clilcf 


clerk and Earl M. Gray, teller, were 
on hand to Erect friends and were 
very anxious to personally sco to it 
that tho new building was thoroughly 
enjoyed by all. 
Mowers adorned all 


the desks and window railings and 
many expressions of good will and 
hopes ot continued success and sorv- 
Ice were jcceived from fellow bank 
men and others. 


The lower story, which Is lo be used 


exclusively by the bank, has becnircat- 
cd In the manner of a massive podestal 
with a base course about 
three feet 


high surmounted by a central portion 
of deeply rusticated ashlar, th« grace- 
ful lines of which are set off by a heavy 
banrl course at theysccond story level. 


Three simple arched openings of im- 


pressive and harmonious 
proportions 


are the chief architectural features of 
the front exterior.

Secretary LanEtry reviewed present 


day conditions In Russia, the activities 
of the Bolshcvlkl in this country, par- 
^cularly in Massachusetts, and went 
deeply into the alleged causes of Inter- 
nal unrest.

gan with Karl Marx in tills country 
back In is<7, so It really Is an American 
institution."

and no Christ. In Russia they have

"The steel and 
coal strikes first 


awoke us In America that 
there Is 


some Bolshevism here. ' Today there Is 
more Bolshevism In Massachusetts than 
In any other state In tho Union, Illi- 
nois and New York 
excepted. Thero 


are 27 separate Bolshevik organizations 
In the state and in Boston thousands 
upon thousands of Bolshevik! meet ev- 
ery Sunday.

"I have a friend who was an officer 


n tho Russian army before the Bol- 
shovlki cams Into control. Ho 
went 


to one of these Sunday meetings and 
ho tola me what tho speakers said. 
They preached that next Fourth of July 
is to bo th?ir independence day. On 
that day they Intend to kill the presi- 
dent of the United Stales, the gover- 
nors of every state and all the rich 
people. And these anarchistic 
etate- 


ments were chered to the echo.

NKW YORK, Dec. 81.—Recollection! 
the political feud which renulted In 


Ihe dv»|,between Alexander Hamilton 
land Aaron Burr at W««hawk«n, N. J.. In 
j 1»0< have, been revived here by the 


merger of the1 Manhattan company and 
the Merchants' National bahki, two ot 
the oldest financial InstUutlona-In New 


k Vork. 


Kor more than 116 years the two es- 


tablishments have dwelt side by side at 
; 40 and 42 Wall street and In 18S2 they 
united In the construction of the new 
building 
which 
they have occupied 


Jointly ever since. 
In the union of 


these once rival institutions th« metrop- 
olis loses probably the last tangible 
trace .'of the most famous of early 
American antagonisms. 
Although the 


"oanlc» 
themselves 
have long since 


"burled the hatchet" there was a lime 
when they were neighbors In name only 
—when 
the more suggestion of their 


ig together would have been dis- 


missed as unthinkable. 


Burr was elected to Ins New Tork 


legislature In 1797 when the slate and 
city were. controlled by Hamilton as 
the leader of the federalists. Hamil- 
ton had helped to establish in New 
Tork a branch of the Hank of the 
United States. This was then the only 
tanking Institution In New York city. 
The Institution was controlled, so the 
republicans .lead by Burr alleged, by 


' the federalists who were charged with 


using their financial powers for the 
furtherance 
of the federalist cause. 


The political ambitions of the "little 
Intriguer" at Albany caused him to do- 
eire to break through the banking ring 
which barred all anti-federalist banks 
from New Tork and his opportunity 
came In 11S9. In that year he intro- 


fSiuced a bill In the legislature which 


authorized the granting of a, charter 


[. to a company -which was ostensibly to 


be formed for the purpose of Improving 
the water supply of New York city. 


I; The city, then with a population of 


60,000, 
had 
Just passed through a 


severe 
epidemic 
and Burr's project 


quickly met with popular 
approval. 


The real object of the Manhattan com- 
pany was to supply republicans with 
the sinews of war. 


[^'Republican merchants, It was 
said, 


irer« discriminated against by the fed- 
, eralist bank, whereas their federalist 
competitors were freely accommodated 
when they sought funds to carry on 
their business. 


The adroitness which Burr employed 


to obtain a charter was emphasized by 
the fact that the federalists had a 
majority in the legislature. Hence tlie 


5^omlssiont of the word bank from the 


Manhattan company. 


The petition for the proposed "water 


works" company stated that as It was 
not known how much capital would be 
re<julred, the 
projectors did not want 
1 to risk failure by a deficiency of capital 


and, therefore, asked authority to raise 
$3.000.000. 
Inserted in the charter was 


a provision of Burr's that'"the surplus 
capital may bo employed in- any way 
not inconsistent with the laws of the 
Constitution of the United States or of 


kthe state of New Tork." 


The senate and house passed the bill 


txpedltiously, few members even tak- 
ing the time to read It, and none ex- 
cept those who were in the secret sus- 


• jiiectlng its real purpose. Burr's manip- 
| \yiatlon of-this affair won him the favor 
§' of a few republican leaders but cost 


him his former prestige, the people 
at that time having a chronic prejudice 
against banks. Four years later, how- 
ever, Hamilton, unwilling to yield the 
Blightost degree to his opponent, organ- 
ized the Merchants' 
National, which 


opened for business next door to the 
Burr Institution. 


The Manhattan 
company's 
actual 


achievement In the water works field 
consisted of the sinking of a well 25 
feet In diameter In what Is now down- 
town New Tork. The water wfts pump- 
ed -to a near-by reservoir and thence 
distributed through wooden pipes to a 
few consumers. The dams and other 
projects provided in the charter were 
never 
constructed. 
Occasionally ex- 


cavators in lower Manhattan have dug 
np pieces of hollowcd-out logs, memen- 
tos of ft generation long past.

band course at the second story level. 


Three simple arched openings of im- 


pressive and harmonious proportions 
arc the chief architectural features of 
the front exterior.
